IS IT POSSIBLE? 

The Grain Situation the World Over 

ia an Interesting Study Today 

Possibilities of interesting results 
being obtained in the marketing of 
the Canadian wheat crop ar e now be¬ 
ginning to develop and these results 
may prove of great importance to the 
general business situation in the Do¬ 
minion throughAfte'n^Xt year, says 
Greenshields/Weekly Review of Fin¬ 
ancial Affairs. The size of the crop 
can now be estimated with a fair de¬ 
gree of accuracy. The total yield is 
believed to be in the neighborhood of 
295,000,000 bushels which, with a car¬ 
ryover of 104,000,000 bushels, makes 
the available supply in Canada for the 
current crop year approximately 400- 
000,000 bushels. The available supply 
is accordingly down 230,000,000 fJbm 
the total of 1928, when a harvestVf 
656,000,000 bushels and a carryov^ 
of 74,000,000 bushels resulted in a sujN 
ply of 630,000,000 bushels. 

Inspection, however, reveals that 
the weighted average price of all 
wheat marketed to date this year is 
$1.42 or only 8 cents below the aver¬ 
age No. 3 Northern price, while for 
last year’s wheat the weighted aver¬ 
age price was approximately $1 or 15 
cents below the average No. 3 North¬ 
ern price. This improvement is grade 
as well as in price will have the effect 
of increasing very materially the 
gross value of our crop and thus com 
pensating still further for loss in 
quantity. * 

Shipments of grain abroad are still 
lagging, as only 10,156,266 bushels 
wer e shipped during August, compar¬ 
ed with 25,057,171 in the correspond¬ 
ing period of 1928. The value of the 
grain shipped this year, however, was 
$14,397,493, as against $30,347,597, 
indicating the importance of this 
year’s higher price per bushel. Fu¬ 
ture developments hinge largely on 
the success of Argentine and other 
fpreign crops and should those fall be 
low normal as a result of current 
drought conditions similar to those 
which affected the Canadian crop, the 
much-sought-for price of $2 per bush¬ 
el would not be remote.

A marked increase in deliveries dur 
ing September as compared^ with j.

UNIVERSITY HEAD 

Dr. Wallace, President of Alberta 
University, Gave a Fine Talk 

in'g speech at the newpaper conven¬ 
tion in Edmonton, last week, Dr. Wal¬ 
lace dealth with some of functions of 
the' weekly newspaper, prefacing his 
remarks with an illusion to his intro¬ 
duction to their convention a t 1>eth- 
bridge, upon his first arrival in the 
province, and saying h°w much he 
appreciated the welcome they had giv 
en him and the support they had since 
accorded to the university in tkeir 
publications. 

The function of the press, said Dr. 
Wallace, was the giving of news and 
the moulding of public opinion. News 
to be news had to be something ab¬ 
normal in life, either in connection 
with men or women or the world. 
Anything normal was not news, and 
so the current page did not present a 
normal view of life as it existed to- 
| day. They wanted men and women 
I to read of the larger movements in 
I the world, and less of those who got 
into trouble, and he believed that this 
! attitude was being taken up and ap¬ 
preciated by those who. directed the 
daily and weekly papers, and probab¬ 
ly more so by the weekly papers. 
Without being invidious.they felt that 
when they took up the Times or the 
Manchester Guardian they were able 
to read those leisured summaries of 
world movements thut they wished 
for, and which their own dailies are 
endeavoring to present to their read¬ 
ers. Turning to another phase, of the 
subject the speaker said that it was 
in the editorial article that they had 
the moulder of public opinion. People 
did not always have time to think 
things out, and ^t was the function of 
the papers to think for them, and the 
thinking must be sound. A newspa¬ 
per was Tike a statesman, it had to 
look at things from a long-distance 
point of view, and what it said of the 
future would affect them if it was 
well thought out. 

It was a pleasure to read a paper 
that had a personality, whatever that 
personality was. He appealed to the 
couhtry newspapers to take up this 
attitude, to cultivate a personality, 
and it would not be long before they 
had the dailies quoting their point of 
view as reflecting the situation in 
their own community. The true Can¬ 
adian nationality would come as the 
result of the interpretation of local

Considerable discussion was enter¬ 
ed into, and it was the opinyjn of 
many present that the packers and 
order buyers, through their system of 
direct purchase at country points 
from the producers, have the control 
of prices on the market in their own 
hands which, according to the opinion 
expressed, has worked to the detfi-. 
ment of the producers. ■* 

The meeting also passed a resolu¬ 
tion asking the federal government to 
rescind the order-in-council, which 
has been in force for several years 
and whicli permits the free importa¬ 
tion of breeding ewes into Canada-Tor 
sale. 

The resolution, copies of which .will 
be sent to the minister of agriculture 
and other government authorities, 
-states that thousands of jyreeding 
ewes is not only ruinous to the pres¬ 
ent sheep industry of the west, but is 
also in competition and has a direct 
effect on the market for beef and pork 
products. It states that there are 30,- 
000 breeding ewes in Alberta alone 
begging for a market at this time. 

The committee named to investi¬ 
gate the problem of marketing cattle 
was comprised of Rod MacLcay of 
Higli River; Geo. Ross of Lethbridge; 
L. McKinnon of Calgary; Rube Gil¬ 
christ of Medicine Hat, and H. L. Gil¬ 
lies of Calgary.

Petroleum geology is becoming j 
more and more an accurate science ac j 
cording to some oil men. Speaking on t 
this subject, one prominent oil man | 
asked “how many people realize that 
not only in oil, but in every other I 
branch of activity,' the most import- I 
ant thing is what we don’t know.” | 
Think what it will mean to the world' 
when in the realms of medicine, elec- | 
tricity, psychology and what not we do 
know the things which we donlt know ^ 
yet. THe minutb we know something 
we cast,it into the realm of finished 
business and turn to new exploration 
into the unknown. 

“If one man positively knew just 
once where oil would positively be 
found he would have all the wealth 
he might crave right in his hand. Like 
wise if we knew with some greater re 
gree of positiveness than we do now 
where oil could not be found we would 
save millions now being literally was¬ 
ted in hopeless exploration based on 
insufficient knowledge. Fortunately 
the science of petroleum geology 
which is the foundation of this great 
industry is becoming more and more 
efficient. It can never be an exact 
science~but it is proving an ever more 
accurate guide to operations.” 

- Among the things about oil which 
this oil man said he did not know 
were why the “home folks” in any 
new territory heing tested for oil in¬ 
variably are skeptical; why there ex-* 
ists, though constantly diminishing, a 
general; feeling of distrust if not hos¬ 
tility to it, 'and why legislators seem 
to he antagonistic to it, and suggested 
that these things are due to ignor- ’ 
ance of the facts about the business, 
the measurability of oil values, oil 
hazards and oil profits, and that toe 
industry would do itself a great good 
by a campaign of education, and 
would be doing oil regions and com¬ 
munities a great good at the same j 
time. 

This same man emphasized the ini- ! 
portance of the wildcatter and the or¬ 
ganizer, but declared that the unscrup 
ulous promoter does a great deal of 
harm to a legitimate and important 1 
industry.
